he draft 2023—2027 Statewide Transportation Improvement Program (STIP) is now available for 


public comment. The STIP is a list of projects planned for Montana for the next five federal fiscal 
years. The STIP portrays how MDT plans to obligate future funds to projects by the phase the 
project is entering (design, right-of-way, utility moves, construction). In some cases, projects will not 
cross into new phases in the timeframe of the STIP, so they won't be listed in the document but 
project development is still underway. The document includes aeronautic, railway, highway, public 


transportation, and Federal Lands Highway Program projects. 


Each year MDT receives many helpful comments and innovative ideas from the public on

processes. MDT encourages comments anytime throughout the year as various transportation 
issues arise, but comments must be received by June 15, 2023, to be considered in the final STIP 
document.
